CHICAGO, June 21.—Although the fight- 
ing spirit is as strong within him as ever. 
Gov. La Follette will probably fail to 
make any fuss in the convention. ™ 

Tt is clear that many delegates view with 
alarm the Wisconsin conditions, and for 
that reason deplore the action of the na- 
tional committee in denyimge to 5,000 Bad- 
ger Reptiblicans any voice in this conven- 
tion and according the full voting strength 
of the state to a 117,00 minority. 

But the deed was done by a unanimous 
vote of the national committee, and there 
fs no probability that the credentials com- 
mittee of the convention will have suffi- 
cient independence to ler™ even one ear to 
the fierce little governor's appeal for a re- 
viw of the case. 

He is clearly the -most troublesome 140 
pounds of assets that ever spoiled the 
peace of a solemn body of statesmen, and 
he just won't set down and take his med- 
icine. He insists that, as to the medicine, 
he is prescribing—not taking it. 

Now, there ts Gov. Cummings of Iowa, 
who brought here with ostentation the 
*Towa idea” for tariff reform. The ad- 
ministration guardians met him and his 
eolieagues and, with little show of re- 
spect, fixed the Iowa idea for interment. 
Cummings was amazed to find, on a care- 
ful recount of his own state delegation.

Unless the Belleville Board of Education 
reinstates a member of the graduating 
class of the High School who hes been sus- 
pended there will not be any High Schoo! 
commencement exercises Friday fnight. 

This is the. declaration made by all but 
three of the 17 members of the class. 

They say that unless Frederick A. Finke 
is permitted to go on the stage at Lieder- 
kranz Hall and receive his diploma along 
with the rest they will not go on the stage 
either. 

Fred Finke has been suspended for 30 
days, which will extend past the com- 
mencement dete and prevent him from 
graduating with the rest.

The time-honored caper of adding the art 
of chalk-throwing to the high school cur- 
riculum is the cause of all the trouble 
Young Finke, by surreptitiously perfecting 
himself in the art, had become very pro- 
ficient.

It does contain the dec- 
laration that if tariff revision shall be- 
come necessary the Republican party can 
be depended on to meet the issue when it 
arrives. It also says that tariff schedules 
are not sacred, and may be changed when 
conditions warrant such changes. 

That is as far as the platform goes with 
regard to tariff revision, and che: ‘‘stand- 
patters’’ say this will have to satisfy the 
advocates of the “Iowa idea,” the “re- 
adjusters’’ and the general revisionists a; 
it is all they will get. 

The tariff revisionists, led by -Senato~ 
Hansbrough of North Dakota, who.is act 
ing for Gov. Cummins and his followers 
and other tariff revisionists of the north- 
west, have been endeavoring vainly to stir 
up enough sentiment among delegates to 
make a showing before the committee on 
resolutions.

This argument is proving effective de- 
spite the sugestion given out bv the 
theoretical politicians that President 
Roosevelt dees not need much money to 
run this campaign. 

Secretary of the Treasury Leslie M. 
Shaw arrived todav’and conferred with 
Senator Lodge regarding the platform. 

“It's @ ‘stand pat’ platform,” he said, 
after leaving Senator Lodge. “The tariff 
is the main issue in the campaign and 
the plank of this year will follow that 
of four years ago.

Jiminez Followers Have Secured Arms 
and Aré Again Making War 
on Government. 


BUY OLD SPANISH MUNITIONS 


Porto Ricans Demand That United 
States at Once Investigate Presi- 
dent Morales’ Death Order.

SAN JUAN, P. R., June 21.—Porto 

Ricans are in a fever of excitement over 
the putting to death of several of their 
fellow islanders in Santo Domingo on sus- 
picion of being rebels against the Morales 
government. 

The newspapers here teem with furious 
articles against Morales, and petitions 
signed by hundreds of natives are ad- 
dressed to the governor beseeching him to 
draw the attention of the Washington au- 
thorities to the massacre of Porto Ricans 
in Santo Domingo, in order that the United 
States government may summarily stop 
the barbarities in the Dominican Republic. 

The latest advices from Santo Domingo 
show that the rebellion, never wholly sup- 
pressed, is flaming up again throughout 
the republic.

Hiis enterprises are always daring and 
vast. He would not be satisfied with rob- 
bing a defenseless traveler on tne high- 


way. That would be unworthy of his post 
tion. His exploits embrace a larger field; 
they imply more risk and result in larger 
profits, 

Perhaps he has heurd about the heroic 
feats of the famous Spanish. bandits of 
Sierra Morenu and he wants to emu:ate 
them, or some of the blood of these p2)0- 
rious prelecessors runs through his veins. 
His body, of good size, has the fiexibility, 
the suppleness and swiftness of. move- 
ments otf a mountaineer used to a hard 
and free life, and his eyes glare defiant- 


ly.

His first act was (to 
break into a farm a few miles from ‘langier 
and drive away all the cattle he could find 
there. ‘his property belonged to a briiish 
Subject. But tae British authorities did 
not think it fit to come to the fore and 
ask for proper satisfaction. On the con- 
trary; they tacit.y consented to negotia- 
tions being engaged between the despoiled 
man and Raisuli. The cattle were returned 
to their owner upon a payment to the 
plunderer of $1000. This was the official 
recognition of Raisull. 


Reached for 
Larger Sports. 


This trifling deed was fot, however, sat- 
isfying tq him. Raisuli thought of ran- 
sacking a town. He attacked Arzila, a 
Small port in the Atlantic coast. fkolioweJ 
by a horde of mountaineers of the Benl- 
Aros tribe, he besieged the town. His pian 
was to compel the popuiation to surrender 
by starving it. The peopie of Arzila 
seemed to be doomed to ruin and «eath. 
There was no salvation for tnem, since 
there was no way even of calling for /iel). 
There is no telegraph or telepaone «om- 
munication in Morocco. But two Jews and 
a negro decided to risk their lives tor the 
sake of the whole community. In th? nignht- 
time they succeeded in stealing away tiom 
the place. They got a small patting boat 
in a creek and put to sea. They owed 
desperate.y until they reached ‘lan gier. 
The diplomatic corps was immediately in- 
formed of the situation. The foreign repre- 
sentatives felt the gravity of the «vents 
ami that something ought to be done im- 
mediately. An energetic note was sent to 
tiadj Mohammed Torres, the Sulians Miz- 
ister at Tangier. It had tne effect of shak- 
ing off, at last, the apathy of the Morocean 
authorities. A churtered s.eaumer carrica a 
detachment of the Tangicr garrison to Ar- 
zila, and some provy':31)n3. 

The tired population was a little relieved 
of its agony. But this was not vufficient 
to intimidate Raisuli, who maintained the 
siege of Arzila for maffy days after the 
arrival of the troops, until most of the 
panic-stricken inhabitants were (transferred 
to Tangier, and he was satisfied that it 
would be too unwise an attempt for him 19° 
renew the attack without any important 
prospects of booty. 


Remained Sovereign 
of Open Conntry. 


But he remained the sivereign and mas- 


ter of the apen country. He cut off all 
communication between Tangier and A'‘ca- 
gar, Arzila, Laraiche and Fez. Ali traffic 
Was intercepted. Caravans from tez cia 
not dare to break through the lines of his 
followers. He arrested and ropvoe { every 
livin being passing by. And an;  wnan 
Wishing to travel safely through the cis 
trict under Raisuli’s jurisdiction hai to 
provise himself with a “‘safe-con duct’ from 
the Sheeref of Wazzan,. the oniy man to 
whom Raisuli would bow. 

This state of affairs has lasted since the 
beginning of last year. No wonder that 
Raisuli is now clamoring for an official 
recognition of his sovereignty, under the 
Joint guarantee of the United States anu 
England. It secms, however, that this time 
he has fil-calculated his chances. The 
United States will not probably show the 
excessive and undue toleration <i! sp.ayed by 
ne may nap) powers.
